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The Twkntv-Secoxd of February.— It has of- 
4en l*en said by those who have studied most curi- 
ously and with greatest industry the means of pre- 
serving and perpetuating the free institutions which 
are the pride and glory of our nation that we have 
too bw national holidays. Immersed in ordinary 
business affair?, and abtorlied in the carking c-ires 
of active, every-day life, or misled by dreams of 
wild ambition and hopes of self-aggrandizement, 
our people need periodically to be reminded of the 
origin of their freedom and to be brought back from 
time to time to a regard for the fundamental 
principles upon which rests the whole fabric of our 
lil>erty and independence. The more frequently 
this recurrence to first principle* takes place, and 
the more it is mad* imp:e^ive from being invested 
with national characteristic*, the greater Incomes 
the stability and permanence of the institutions 
which constitu'e the very essence and vitality of 
our political and religious freedom. The memory of 
the men and times of the revolution should lie sa- 
credly cherished in the hearts of the whole people. 
The names and heroic deeds of those early patriots 
should never l>e forgotten. They shou'd be taught by 
mothers to their lisping babes; they should be perpet- 
uated in the precepts of our fathers and should ever 
fire the ambition and prompt the motives of the 
youth cf our country. The warm and patriotic feel- 
ings engendered by such reminiscences should never 
be suffered to grow c dd in the hearts of the people, 
nor to loose their power over the popular mind. 
They are the foundation of our national peace and 
prosperity. They are the great bond of Union that 
binds as together as one nation. They are the very 
life and substance of our independence and self-gov- 
ernment, and, by l*irg continually foster- d, they 
become firm and noble pillars of our proud republic. 

Politicians may rave against the wanton and ru- 
inous excesses of this or that political party, but so 
long as the hearts of our people are tired and their 
feelings warm at the remembrance of the men of 
the revolution and of their deeds of heroism in those 
days that tried men's soul*, all will be well. Who- 
ever may sway the scepter of power over them, so 
long as this nationality is cultivated, so long as 
these sacred memories are refreshed by periodical 
celebrations which inspire a noble ambition to emu- 
late the patriotic virtues of the founders of our lib- 
erty, so long as their country remains where the 
feet of their sens may find a resting place, the free- 
dom which their valor has transmitted to us shall 
be defended with iron hands and hearts that will 
never crouch before tyranny. 

The feelings inspired by public celebrations of 
great events in our national history should be care- 
fully nurtured and cultivated as the best and surest 
safeguard of our national welfare. The anniversa- 
ry of the birthday of our independence as a people 
is justly and appropriately observed throughout the 
whole expanse of the country as a national holi- 
day. Next to this and hardly less important or less 
worthy of universal observance by the American 
people, as an cccasiin of national rejoicing and 
thanksgiving, is the anniversary of the birth of him 
to whose lofty patriotism and exalted heroism is 

- ly attributable the successful establishment of 
American independence, the beloved and revered 
Father of his Country, who was first in war, first 
in p*ace, and first in the hearts of his countrymen. 

There djes not throb, within the confines of this 
country, a tingle patxiitL heart that does not swell 
with glowing pride a' the mention of the name of 
Washington. Language is too poor to speak the 
praises of the heroes who submitted to his guid- 
anc. and it would indeed n><i'iire "thoughts that 
breathe, and words tbat burn" to do justice to his 
fame. Greece, in timts of yore, had her Leonidas and 
Alexander; Kome wai proud of her Cincinnatus and 
her C*»r; the mountains of Switzerland and the 
land of the thistle rejoice in the fame of their brave 
and gallant liberato-s, but America surpasses all 
»n the glory of her chicf'.aios, for America had her 
Washington. 

The lightning rjpidity of the p*ogrest of our peo- 
ple rtqiires now more than ever thit they should 
ofieu be rtmiadel of the early d*v 8 of our national 



existence and that our young men »hould be taught 
to reverence the p'inciples and commemorate the 
virtues of hiin who wis first and cbiefest among the 
founders of our free institutions. The public obser- 
vance of the anniversary of Washington's birth 
day as a great national holiday should be regarded 
as a sacred duty, and we earnestly hope the people 
of this city and State will not be behind their 
neighbors i-i their prepirations for this festival. 
Elsewhere it is considered a peculiarly appropriate 
occasion for the parade of all civic and military as- 
sociation!, and we are cratified to learn that the mili- 
tary companies of our city contemp ( ate a public cele- 
bration of the twenty-second of February here. 
These companies are composed almost exclusively 
of young men engaged in active business, and to 
enable them conscientiously to devote the day to 
patriotic duties it is emiaently proper that all our 
citizens should co-operate, and I t Washington's 
birth-day be observed generally as a national holi- 
day- 

rJtTlt appears, from Louis Napoleon's speech to 
the Legislature, that the French will, after all, co- 
operate with the English in the attack on Canton, 
and in the Chinese war generally." The Imperial 
speech, in this, contradicts the official statement of 
the Moniteur, to which we referred a week or two 
ago. Sach a contradiction is a rare thing. Mr. 
Walsh, alluding to it in his list letter from Paris, 
says tl at it is the first time within his memory that 
it has happened. 

As the combined force of the French and English 
must have attacked Canton long before this, we 
shall doubtless receive early information of the re- 
sult or progress of the assault. The result, how- 
ever, cannot be either doubtful or very remote. The 
British naval force in the Chinese waters numbered 
at the last accounts fifty-one vessels, including twen- 
ty steam gun-boats, several of which carry as many 
as three guns. The whole armament amounts to 
505 guns, with 5,820 sailors, beside 1,000 marines. 
Some additional reinforcements were still expected, 
and it was expec ted that, including these, the force 
that could lie spared from the garrison of Hong 
Kong, and the French assistance that was counted 
on, there would l-e ready by Christmas as many as 
ten thousand men to operate against the refractory 
Celesti.ls. The operation can hardly fail to be 
speed dy effective. 

The Athxtic Monthly. — The handsomest 
Magazine in the country is rapidly becoming the 
best. The February number of the Atlantic is al- 
most as sterling as it is delightful. We cannot 
undertake to refer to its contents in detail, and we 
ought not to undertake to refer to them in gross. It 
is too multiform for specifij treatment, and too 
rich for any other. Besides, everyliody, be'ore thi?, 
has read the whole of it, and what need have we to 
treat it at all? We, however, must have a gossip- 
ping word or two. It contains an exquisite little 
poem, entitled '"Daylight and Moonlight," which 
i? at'ributed to Longfellow, but which, we think, 
wwr have been written by Emerson. It has the 
delicate, tuneful rush of his invisible wing. 
"Amours, de Voyage" is said to be by Kingsley, 
with how much truth we know not. The "Auto- 
crat" is to us far less charming than usual. There 
is, for once, nothing imperial in his brilliancy. He 
is ill-tempered, conceited, splenetic, resentful, 
peevish, waspish, and fidgety, but not autocratic. 
His odds and ends are terribly out of sorts. "The 
Relief of Lucknow" is, we l»elieve, by the Uev. Robt. 
T. J. Lowell, a brother of James Russell Lowell, 
who, by the way, is understood to l»e the real editor 
of the Atlantic Monthly. If he isn't the editor he 
ought to be, which is more than can be said of nine- 
teen-twentieths of the Monthlies in the world. 

iSrComonfort has abandoned Mexico, and nobody 
else has taken charge of her. Nothing there is su- 
preme as yet but anarchy. Th I contest appears to 
be between the clergy and the lilierals, with the 
victory inclining to the former. Perhaps it might 
as well go to them. The liberals are sad radicals. 
Their republicanism is of the crimson dye. Their 
lil>erty spurns all thought of order. Mexico has 
little or nothing to hope from them. We bear them 
no good will. On the contrary, their overthrow of 
Comonfort inclines us to hope for their own over- 
throw. And we shall probably not have to wait 
for it long.

XXXV I'll CONGRESS — FIRST SESSION. 
Wednesday's Proceedings -Concluded. 

Washington, Feb. 17. 

Senate.— The consideration of tbe army bill was 
resumed. 

Mr. Johnson, of Tennessee, submitted a substitute 
which Mr. Wilson accepted instead of his own, pro- 
viding for four thousand volunteers, to serve only 
during the present troubles. 

Mr. Johnson said he offered the amendment be- 
cause he believed it redacted the views of the 
Administration. The bill reported by the military 
committee did not represent the views of the Admin- 
istration, which ho c not a c ked a mmmI increase 
of the standirg army. He urged ths importance of 
a reduction of government expenditures. Congress 
holds the purse strings. Th* dominant party are 
held responsible for the expenditures. He referred 
to polygamy in Utah, but there was more practical 
polygamy in New York city than in Salt Lake; the 
difference being that it was tolerated in the latter by 
religious belief, but in former is in violation of the 
moral sense of the community. 

Mr. Chandler moved to strike out the 4th section 
of the original bill, which pro^ses to change the 
method of promotions. 

Messrs. Seward and Wilson favored and Messrs. 
Pugh and Iverson opposed the motion. Adjourned. 

House.— The House went into committee of the 
whole and the Indian appropriation bill was taken 

Mr. Atkins made a speech favoring the admission 
of Kansas under the Lecompton constitution. 

Mr. Loveioy argued that the conflict was not be- 
tween tbe North and the South, but between free- 
dom and slavery, between tbe principles of liberty 
and despotism. He said the President and a Jesuit 
Chief Justice were endeavoring to nationalize slave- 
ry, and were calling: the Democricv to the temple of 
this demon to worship, on the foul and impious aver- 
ment that certain human beings are property. It 
was rank and foul treason against God and his 
anointed. Adjourned. 

Washington, Feb. 17. 
The House Kansas Committee met to-night. Mr. 
Morrill offered a resolution summoning Walker, 
Calhoun, Stai ton, and Henderson for examination, 
and requiriug them to bring all documents in their 
possession dear ing upon the subject matter of inves- 
tigation.

I anticipated in my letter of yesterday I should 
have but little to write you toAlay, owing tc the 
"noise and confusion" consequent" upon a general 
break up, and "now the burly burly 's done" I find 
that my prediction is fully verified.

The Governor this morning sent in a request to 
the two houses to prolong tbe session for a day or 
two to enable him to si«;n the remainder of the nu- 
merous bills which h tve Lecn c-o<vded :c upoa him 
during the pa-t two days, but the members had their 
heads and hearts set cn home and the little ones and 
refused to accede to the wishes of his Excellency. 

The House this morning passed a resolution of 
thanks to C ipt. Roach, Win. Winston, and the oth -r 
members of tbe Enrolling Committee, for the prompt 
and efficient manner in which they bad discharged 
their arduous duties, and certainly the Wplimenl 
was well deserved, especially so far as the gentlemen 
mentioned are concerned, for, while they have lioth 
lieen very quiet and unobtrusive members, ihey have 
discharged their duty to their constituency faithful- 
ly and honestly, being always iu thelr'seats and 
ready for any emerge ncy.

About two hundred persons were present, and, amid.-t 
tbe spaikling of tbe genial wine and tbe delicacies 
of the venison, tbe Southdown, the oysters, &c, all 
party differences, bickering, and heart-burnings 
seem to have been forgotten and the greatest good 
feeltng prevailed. It has rarely been my good for- 
tune to set down to so exquisite ■ banquet, and it 
has nectr been my piivile-e to attend so nuuitroua 
an assemol.ijie, where ladies were excluded, where 
such good order and gentlemanly dtpo'tment so 
universally prevailed. Several very handsome and 
appropriate speeches were made by different indivi- 
duals, which were enthusiastically received, and at 
a late hour the guests departed, with the happy con- 
sciousness that the last night at the capitol was one 
of the most pleasant and agreeable of the whole ses- 
sion. 

At 3>£ o'clock this afternoon both houses adjourn- 
ed sine die, Mr. Speaker King and Mr. Speaker 
White each delivering handsome and appropriate 
valedictory addresses, full of pathos, of eloquence,

Kkws kkom Mkxico —The following extract 
from La Sociedad— reactionist or conservative jour- 
nil at the eapiul— of 22d, affords a sb.-rt hUtury of 
the hostilities now happily or unhappily ended for a 
brief period: 

Since the 11th inst. to da'e (22d) have pas-ed 
eleven da>s of mortal anguish lor Mexico. The 
city has l>een converted into au immense fortress. 
On the same 11th Cam >nf >rt ag.iin and desparingiy 
called to his aid the enthusiastic (exnltculos) Demo 
crats ot Mexico. His forces have l»een un.il yester- 
day face to face with tbe procur.ciados, covering 1 is 
different posi ions. Oa the 15th the light com- 
menced with all arms. The MMhy«( the Hithtbe 
fire was ceremoniously (or seriously) renewei on 
bot'i smI*>»: then af'enm anaUtiw^watek 'eriiiiiatnl 
at 434 P- H • tne cruibat was re:e*cd in a nior; 
brisk and gent ral manner, being prolonged for au 
hour and a half. At 8 o'cljck of the sum; evening 
a new suspension of hostilities was stipulated, the 
duration of which was forty-eight hour*, the object 
of which was to enter into c jnventions (agreements) 
proposed I y Comonfort. 
At 8 o'ciock ia the evening of the 18th hostilities 
accordintilv reopened between the Iteliigerent 
The llJ h it continued with nio-e vigor, the 
fire Iteiug well mstiined and general in all the po- 
sitions. Oa this day Gen. Liceaga, with his troops 
and some others of the government, joined tbe 
ranks of the arm}* of restoration. But day before 
yesterday, the 20th — a terrible day among those 
which signalize the history of our revolutions — was 
the most notable, and perhaps will decide the great 
question of the principles of public order. 

On tbe morning of that day a powerful column, 
commanded by the chiefs OjoIIo and Miramon, sal- 
lied forth from the citadel to attack the strong posi- 
tion of the Acordada. The assault began immedi- 
ately, with an activitv, order, and decision that 
proved irresistible. The hostile position could not 
long resi.t the musketry and heavy grape of the re- 
generating troops, and it was speedily occupied id 
full force, all the 
prisoners of war. 

Dismay spread thenc forth in all the other hostile 
positions; in them all was disorder and disconcert. 
The dispersion soon became general, the lire contin- 
uing in the meantime against the points occupied by 
tbe government. At seven o'clock in the evening, 
Comonfort gave his last order as general-in-chief; 
the forces in San FriucUco (a convent) evacuated 
that strong point; all other points were successively 
evacuated, and the entire force (i. e., of the govern- 
me':t ) concentrated in the palace. 

I in dawn broke on tbe 21st, and the entire 
city was already delivered over to the discretion of 
th^ regenerating troops. Comonfort had abandoned 
the fmm, g-Mng forth a fugitive, accompanied by 
a few persons, and Mexico began to MM frteh 
and to yield herself peacefully to her accustouitd 
activity. 

Tbe foregoing journal of operations sirs never a 
word alwut the great loss of life which mm t have 
beer the inevitable result of thousands of MOfta 
:h Hjtiug at each other for days even though A'exi- 
can niftksmen ar-: geLerally" snugly ecaccncjd oe- 
hiod four foot walls. 

A j .nta of representatives to name a Chief of 
8 ate, in conformity to the plan of Tacubaya, was 
a| pointed. 

The junta named as Provisional President General 
Zuloaga by twenty-six votes against one for Gen- 
eral 1'x heagary, and another (one) for General S^nta 
Anna. This election took place at 7 o'clock on the 
evening of tbe 22d. 

Thus 1 have given an epitome of the eleven 
memorable days, and will now proceed to other 
branches of the same all absorbing theme. I will 
here observe, before it escapes memory, that of the 
representatives of the different States "whose names 
are given above perhaps not one fourth have ever 
been in or are at all known in the States which thev 
are supposed to represent, nor have the States been 
consulted in the nominations. This is "representa- 
tion" with a vengeance, and I mention it en passant 
that you may know what to expect from some of 
those States when they shall l>e heard from. 

TbL» afurnoen our Governor has published an or- 
der commanding all foreigners within the State im- 
mediately to report themselves to the nearest au- 
thority. K\»> all persons not in public enitdoy are 
Ij d.I.«ci u,j L».cii- ami ia forty -eignt hours, uuctt-r 
penalty in such cases made and provided. This, 
taken in connection with tht fact that our gates have 
been closed for some days, makes us feel very much 
as though we were in a state of siege — though I ra- 
ther fancy the upshot of it all w ill be the authorities 
will turn a triple sumerset and dispronounce over 
again -i. e. swallow the plan of Tacubava, Zuloaga 
and all; in a word, go the entire swine— bristles, 
tu?ks, tail, &c.

The Li t !>„>i.i . the Comonfort Dictatorship in 
Mexico — In our last summary of events we gave an 
account of a'l that bad « ccurred in tbe capital up to 
tbe uigbt of th- IGrh of Janua»y, at which time an 
agreement 'pas m'ered into between the fighting 
parties for a sus|>< n>iou rf hostilities for the space ci" 
43 h^urs, iii order to afford time to Dike into con- 
sideration certain propositions made by Gen. Comon- 
fort. 

At 7 o'clock on the night of the 18th of January 
the 48 hours had expired, and the armistice agreed 
upon for that space of time was at aa end. No 
agreement, in th<i meantime, had been entered into 
UatsreM the bolide parties, and consequently at ibe 
time above mentioned hostilities were resumed be- 
tween the belligerents. On the 19th the lighting 
was carried on with increased energy, Gen. IJcagar 
having, with his own troops and some others be- 
longing to the government, gone over to the opposite 
ranks, and joined the opponents of the izovernment. 

Tte 20th of January wa* the decbive di v. A 
strorg column of troops, commanded by Generals 
O30II0 and Mirati'.on, marched out of the fortress and 
attacked the convent of Arordada w ith great fury. 
This place was not able to withhold the attack fcr 
any length of ttast, and it was very soo i tak»n I y 
assault, when a 1 the troops by whom it had be» n 
garrisoned were tak- n prisoner*. This event di - 
heartened and filled fcith < i may all the other garri- 
sons of the government wherever they we:e posted 
and a fijtneral nil mil ard dispersion of tbeni all 
took place. It was at 7 o'clock on that evening 
when Comonfo-t for therlast time gave his last order 
to tbe armv as ireneral-jn chief. The troops in the 
convent < ti 'S11 Francisco were ordered to evacuate 
that portion. All tbe other places occupied by the 
government troops were shortly afterwards evacu- 
ated ia tbe same manner, and the troops which s.ill 
adnei e i to tde government were concamraud 011 one 
point, viz: in the pa'ace of the government. 

On the mornin,' of tbe 21st the whole city was 
surrendered by ComoLfort to bis opponents. Du- 
ring tbe ni^ht'he had left tbe place, and gone forth 
a fugitive and an exile, with one or two followers 

On the same dav, tbe fighting t>eing ended, Gen. 
Zuloaga appointed a meeting of representatives, 
who were required to proceed immediately to the 
election of a Provisional President. The rcult was 
the almost unanimous election of Gen. Zuloaga. the 
author of the rel>ellion and of the plan entitled 
•'The lieform Plan of Tacubava." 

Having thus been elected President, ad intei tm, 
Gen. Zuloaga proceeded to take the oath of office 
before tbe lepresentatives on the 22d of January, 
after which he assumed the charge and duties of 



President of the Republic. 

In order to render our narration complete, we pro- 
ceed to give the following extracts fiom the journals 
of Mexico, with the details they contain, which 



comes to us, however, in an , , , 

We read as follows in the Diario de Avisos: 
In the church of St. Francisco, on the further side 
of the Boulevards, three bomb shells which were 
thrown into the church exploded and did consider 
able damage to the o-gan, breaking a number of its 
pipes. In Mineria the hand grenades did a great 
deal of damage. They were thrown from the for- 
tress with such a well directed aim that four of them 
fell upon the observatory, where the enemy had 
taken a position in order to fire down upon the church 
of La Conception. One side of the hospital of Teri- 
eros has the marks of five different voll-ys of can- 
non, some of which made a breach in the wall and 
penetrated as fai as the shop of Seror Penunuri. 

Several hand grenades were thrown, with admi- 
rable skill in the pointing, from the towers of the 
governmental palace. Ore of these, which was 
thrown upon tbe church of St. Francisco, fell inside 
of the steeple of the church, and killed instantly 
from ten to a dozen soldiers who were there, com- 
plete'y clearing away all the sand bags wh'ch had 
iiten tixed up on the tower fcr defence, r.ot leaving 
so much as one of them. 

Beside various other dimages, there are quan- 
tities of whe!* blocks in the city which have been 
tired upon ar.d large breaches made in the hou-es, 
by the special orders of Senor Comonfort. 



Singular Adyknithk. — Tbe Boston Journal re- 
lates tbe fallowing which occurred on boatd the brig 
Helen Jane, at that port from Omoa, Truxillt: 

Capt. Nickerson relates a singular adventure with 
the stewari of his vessel on the outward passage 
which somewhat enlivened the usual dull mo.notomy 
of ocean life. It appears that a white man having 
an American protection, and giving his name as 
Hawes Crowell of West Dennis, Cape Cod, shipped 
at this port in the capacity of steward, and received 
his advance wsges before going on board. The ves- 
sel proceeded to sea, and on tbe morning of the first 
day out the steward was missing, supjosed by all 
on board to have fallen Into the sea during the night, 
and drowned. Accordingly another man was ap- 
pointed his duty, and everything went on without 
suspicion. The voyage continued prosperously, and 
nothing occurred to admonish the captain that his 
cargo was leaking in a very unusual manner, and 
becoming daily beautifully less by an operation 
which might well be compared to some late financial 
man?uvring ashore. 

It seems, however, that after many days one of 
I the c r ew tecitteatalnr discovered that the cargo iu 
the hold had been broken into, and un empty basket 
of champagne was found, with other indications of 
robbery. The captain's attention was immediately 
called to the fact, acd he of course suspected the 
crew of committing the depredation, and instantly 
called them to account; but nothing could be elicit- 
ed from the investigation to fix the crime on anv of 
the crew, who stoutly denied all knowledge of the 
mat »r. Thus the affair rested until their arrival at 
Truxillo, twenty-two days after 1 eaving Boston. 
On the first night after anchoring, the crew were 
suddenly startled by the appearance in the forecas- 
tle of the lost steward, and so firmly convinced were 
the frightened siilors of the death of their shipmate 
that tbey all instantly tied on deck from the suppos- 
ed apparition, acd told the captain. 

These fears, however, were soon quieted, for the 
steward had really appeared, and, upon being ques- 
tioned, confessed that he had secreted himself in the 
hold on the firet dav out, under the influence of de- 
lirium tremens, and for twenty-two days following 
had lived luxuriously on champagne, raisins, ham, 
&c , dining sumptuously every diry, aud had en- 
joyed what on shore would be called a "bender!" 
He consumed during the voyage eight baskets of j 
champagne, six boxes of raisins, and other tbimrs 1 
in proportion. He was left in the hands of the U. | 
S. Consul, and would be sent borne for trial. The 
loss to the captain will amount to about $250.

In such circumstances, Sou:hern- 
ers would not be brave and gallant people, but were 
captives chained to the victorious car of the North.
